REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  Schoolhouse  and  its  immediate  area  have  had  considerable  attention  in  the 
past  months.  We  would  like  to  review  what  has  taken  place. 

The  brush  around  the  boundaries  has  been  cut  back.  A  nuisance  pine  tree  was  cut 
by  Walter  Wright  of  Peterborough.  All  boundary  corners  have  been  located  and 
marked  by  Vorce  Soney  &  Associates  of  Jaffrey . 

The  exterior  brickwork  has  been  repointed  as  part  of  on-the-job  training  by  the 
210th  Engineer  Detachment,  New  Hampshire  Army  National  Guard,  head- 
quartered in  Peterborough. 

All  interior  and  exterior  surfaces  required  paint  or  sealant.  This  work  done  by 
Jack  McLaughlin  of  West  Peterborough. 

The  interior  lights  were  removed  and  replaced  by  Herbert  Young  of  Harrisville. 
It  is  of  note  to  say  that  Mr.  Young  did  the  installation  of  the  lights  in  1943.  The 
ceiling  was  installed  by  John  Duval  of  Rindge. 

All  paint  and  supplies  were  donated  by  Derby's  Department  Store.  The  Sharon 
Arts  Center  loaned  a  carpenter,  David  Clarke  of  Peterborough  to  install  the  ceiling 
trim. 

The  windows  were  washed  by  Boy  Scout  Troop  808  of  Peterborough  in  return  for 
a  donation  to  the  troop  fund. 

The  parking  lot  work  was  arranged  through  the  Highway  Agent.  This  consisted 
of  clearing  trees,  removing  stumps,  hauling  and  leveling  gravel,  and  installing 
railroad  tie  steps. 

The  sign  was  repainted  by  Walt's  Signs  of  Jaffrey. 

The  chimney  was  rebuilt  and  capped  by  Eric  Laaksonen  of  New  Ipswich. 

The  Robert  P.  Bass  Memorial  Town  Forest  logging  project  is  still  underway. 
About  75%  of  the  timber  removal  contract  has  been  completed.  The  Selectmen 
chose  to  extend  the  contract  due  to  unforseen  weather  conditions  and  the  large 
amount  of  wood  covered  by  the  contract.  We  recommend  that  the  weeding  and 
thinning  aspect  be  continued.  This  has  resulted  in  better  growing  conditions  for  the 
remaining  wood  andalso  firewood  for  residents  of  the  Town. 

An  increase  should  be  planned  for  our  annual  audit.  The  State  now  requiring 
more  procedures  which  results  in  more  time  spent  on  our  audit.  The  net  result  is 
more  cost. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  ask  for  voter  support  for  an  increase  in  the  amounts  paid 
town  officials.  There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  compensation  for  at  least  8  years 
for  the  large  majority.  All  aspects  of  the  administration  of  the  Town  now  require 
more  time  and  effort  to  be  spent  in  its  behalf. 

We  would  like  to  ask  for  a  volunteer  effort  on  the  part  of  the  townspeople  in 
clearing  the  large  amount  of  limbs  and  trees  from  Swamp  and  South  Roads.  We 
feel  that  this  will  unify  the  Town  to  a  further  extent  in  that  the  residents  of  the 
Town  will  become  better  acquainted  while  saving  the  Town  quite  a  sum  of  money. 

The  fact  of  police  protection  has  been  brought  to  our  attention.  We  would  like  to 
remind  the  residents  that  all  requests  for  this  service  should  be  referred  to  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Police.  They  can  be  reached  at  1-800-852-3411  or  through  Fire 
Mutual  Aid  at  1-352-1100. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  thank  the  following  for  their  donations  to  various 
Town  needs.  The  repairs  to  the  timbers  on  the  Swamp  Road  bridge  were  made 
possible  by  the  Wilson  family.  They  provided  the  lumber  and  its  installation  to 
repair  the  decking.  Derby's  Department  Store  donated  all  the  paint  and  related 
supplies  for  the  renovation  of  the  Schoolhouse.

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AUDITOR'S  OPINION

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  of  the  Town  of 
Sharon  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1977,  listed  in  the  foregoing  table  of  con- 
tents. Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

The  General  Fund  balance  sheet  of  the  Town  of  Sharon  as  of  December  31, 1977, 
which  is  presented  for  comparative  purposes  only,  were  previously  examined  by 
us  and  our  report  dated  January  25,  1977,  expressed  an  unqualified  opinion  on  the 
statement.  We  have  not  performed  any  auditing  procedures  after  the  date  of  our 
report  on  the  1976  financial  statement. 

The  Town  of  Sharon  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets,  and 
accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  the  financial  report. 

As  described  in  the  accompanying  footnotes,  the  Town  of  Sharon's  policy  is  to 
prepare  its  financial  statements  of  the  Special  Revenue  Funds  and  Trust  Funds  on 
the  basis  of  cash  receipts  and  disbursements ;  consequently,  the  statements  do  not 
give  effect  to  accounts  receivable,  accounts  payable,  and  accrued  items. 
Accordingly,  the  statements  do  not  present  results  of  operations  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  the  financial  statements  listed  in  the  aforementioned  table  of  con- 
tents, other  than  the  financial  statements  of  the  Special  Revenue  Funds  and  Trust 
Funds,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  various  funds  and  account  groups 
of  the  Town  of  Sharon  at  December  31,  1977  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such 
funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  statements  of  the  Special  Revenue  Funds  and 
Trust  Funds  listed  in  the  aforementioned  table  of  contents  present  fairly  the  assets 
and  liabilities  of  such  funds  of  the  Town  of  Sharon  at  December  31,  1977,  arising 
from  cash  transactions,  and  its  revenues  collected  and  expenditures  paid  during 
the  year  then  ended,  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  supplemental  schedules  included  in  this  report,  although  not  considered 
necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial  position  and  results  of  operations 
of  such  funds  and  group  of  accounts,  are  presented  primarily  for  supplemental 
analysis  purposes.  This  additional  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  audit  pro- 
cedures applied  in  the  aforementioned  examination  of  the  basic  financial 
statements  and  is,  in  our  opinion,  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to 
the  basic  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  AGENT 

The  Spring  Mill  Road  project,  built  with  TRA  approval  and  money,  was  com- 
pleted last  year. 

The  next  major  road  project  to  be  funded  with  TRA  and  Highway  Subsidy  funds 
will  be  rebuilding  the  Nashua  Road  starting  from  the  Sharon-New  Ipswich  line  and 
continuing  easterly  toward  Rt.  123.  To  start,  trees  will  be  cut  on  the  roadsides  to 
provide  solar  heat  for  melting.  This  will  also  be  more  beneficial  for  more  efficient 
plowing  and  the  prevention  of  falling  limbs  in  ice  and  heavy  snow  storms. 

The  McCoy  Road,  part  of  Cross  Road,  and  Spring  Mill  Road  were  sealed  last 
Fall.  The  next  roads  to  be  sealed  will  be  Greenleaf  and  Temple  Roads.  Some  new 
culverts  are  required. 

We  hope  to  replace  all  bridge  railings  with  a  wooden  post  and  beam  construction 
and  to  install  an  outrigger  railing  on  Cross  Road  bridge.  This  should  avoid 
rebuilding  the  bridge  and  make  for  more  efficient  snow  removal.
